RURAL SCHOOLS 


The Editor: 

Dear Sir—Anything that will as- 
sure the children who are scattered 
so far over our province of Alberta 
an education, particularly if it was 
a more practical one, would he 
worthy of dur legislative assembly. 

Also anything that would have the 
teachers the ignominy of not being 
able to pay their board bills and 
having to borrow money to pay their 
fares home would be well worth 
while. 
the farmer who boards the school 
teacher often makes a_ good deal 
better thing out of it than’ the 
teacher does proportionately, when 
at last there is some money avail- 
able in some of the poor school dis- 
tricts. 

However, I don’t see much réason 
to get excited about the wonderful 
saving to be made in reducing the 
number of secretary-treasurers for 
rural schools, nor even the expense ! 
of the audits. Today, many secretary 
treasurers of school districts only 
receive $20 a year for their services 
and now that almost every 
school no longer collects its own 
taxes but gets its revenue apart 
from government grants in four or 
five cheques from the municipal 
district which pays it the requisition 
it makes annually, the work is s9 
much reduced that many school 
districts audits are made for $3, al- 
though the amount payable is $5

dardized at $3 and the audits would 
be made just the same.

SEED GRAIN SHOULD 
BE TESTED CAREFULLY 


Attention of farmers is drawn 
again to the serious damage that the 
frosts of last August and September 

Ihave done to the vitality of a large 
part of Alberta’s cereal grain crops. 
‘It is advisable that each lot of grain 
intended for seeding purposes should 
be tested for germination in order 
that disappointment and loss may 
not follow from the use of seed of 
low vitality. Germination tests may 
foe made satisfactorily at home by 
‘the grower. The recommended pro- 
cedure is as follows: 

Clean a portion of the grain up to 
satisfactory seed standard and make 
sure that it is thoroughly dry. Ex- 
posure of the grain in a sunny win- 
dow for a few days will insure the 
removal of any excess moisture. Do | 
not attempt to dry the grain in an 
oven or to apply direct heat in any 
‘way; such practice is likely to in- 
| jure the vitality of the seed. 

Count out the two hundred aver- 
lage kernels and plant one hundred 
of them in each of two large flower 
pots or similar containc rs 
‘In doing this put several inches of 


|moist soil into the pots, space the 
one hundred kerrels as evenly as 
possibl> over them and cover them 
with f-om two to two and a half 
inches of soil. Place the pots in a 
sunny wizdow where they will be 
maintained at 
‘temperatures. The soil 
as to exclude air. 

Count the number of shoots that 
are above the surface of the soil at 
the end of the twelve days and aver- 
age the results obtained from the 
two pots. This will give a close ap- 
proximation of the value of the seed 
under field conditions.

If, however, 
it is the intention that seed should 
be offered for sele it is necessary 
that the seller secure pfficial 
seed grade on the product from the 
Seed Branch, Dominion Department 
of Agriculture.

official seed grade 
clean the entire lot 
of seed to be offered for sale as 
well as possible, and send a one- 
pound sample that is fully represen- 
tative of the bulk lot to the Seed 
Branch, Dominion Department of 
Agriculture, asking for a seed grade. 
This grade is based on the germin- 
ation, 
purities of the sample. Consequent- 
ly, it is useless to send uncleaned 
grain to the Branch for a_ seed 
grade, as such grain cannot comply 
with seed standards. If suitable in 
all respects, a Control Sample Cer- 
tificate will be issued by the Branch 
on this pound of grain. This certifi- 
cate will show grade and germin- 
ation of the seed as well as the weed 
seeds and other kinds of grain found 
therein. 

Seed may then be sold by the 
grower under the grade and serial 
|}mumber of this certificate. It must

At five o'clock one morning I 
stepped off the train at Hailar, 
Manchukuo. It is a regular cowboy 
town: hitching posts, soft dirt roads 
imprinted with hoofmarks, general- 
store windows full of saddles, interi- 
or glimpses of bars, and cowboys 
pigtailed and slant-eyed, speeding 
by on hofses that flattened into 
horizontal streaks. 

Hailar is in the Japanese-con- 
trotied part of Mongolia, which is 
a country nearly as large as the 
United States but with a population 
of only five million. Its great open 
spaces have today more than two 
million horses, two million cattle, 
half a million camels 12 million 
sheep and goats. The Japanese éx- 
pect it to become the greatest stock- 
raising country in the world. Their 
five-year plan provides for an ad- 
ditional two million horses, four 
million sheep, and about three mil- 
lien cattle, whose breeding will be 
improved by using the best stock 
and experience of Europe and the 
Americas. 

I chartered the only automobile in 
Hailar. Once clear of the town, the 
Chinese chauffeur abruptly left the 
hint of a road, and struck out at 40 
miles an hour over the sea of green 
toward a brown skyline. The brown 
proved to be cattle, more thousands

line resolved itself into ten acres of 
horses. A white horizon became @ 
mile-wide blanket of sheep. To give 
an exotic *touch to this new ‘Wild 
‘West,” there were ajiso herds of 
Bactrian camels, yaks and oxen, ali 
tended by fast-riding cowboys armed 
with 15-foot plles, at the end of 
which dangled a loop of rope used 
as a lasso. 


After about 50 miles, we drew up 
‘at a group of yurts—dome-shaped 
felt-covered tents in which ,the herds- 
men and their families live, gypsy 
ffashion. Here I sent back the auto- 
|mobile, as I was lucky enough to 
find, amidst a collection of savage- 
looking companions, a fine-looking 
young fellow who spoke very ac- 
ceptable English. 


“Yes, I learned English in Amer- 
ica, where I was sent to study stock- 
raising. And to Argentina,’’ he said. 
His name was Genghis, a true des- 
cendant of mighty Genghis Khan 
who overran Asia and Europe. 

A horse was saddled for me, and, 
Genghis and I rode toward a. low 
hilltop. He had seemed a plodding 
sort on the ground, but now he 
moved like a breath of air, man and 
horse were one. The Mongel wears 
boots many times too large so they 
can be padded with wool in winter, 


But a Mongol’s home is on horse- 
back, Even the four-year-olds, girls 
and boys, ride—strapped on if they 
cannot stick on. In the races at 
Urga youngsters of this age are tied 
on and sent full speed over a mile 
course. Seven-year-olds ride, untied, 
n a 20-mile race . 

. ama of animals we 
saw from the top of the hill! Cattle, 
horses, sheep, hogs and camels in 
vast herds, each herd distinct. Al: 
‘belonged to Genghis, his brothers 
and uncles. Yet they lived in dity, 
fly-infested yurts, as do the other 
rich herdsmen! One of Genghis’ 
uncles, the governor of a district, 
had a house to entertain Chinese 
and Japanese guests—but in the 
backyard was the yurt where he 
lived. 


Before me was Genghis’ bank. 
The Mongol counts his wealth in 
heads of stock, not money, which he 
rarely uses. -Purchase is by barter, 
and without a dollar changing hands 
or a word being spoken. The two 
bargainers _ sit silently smoking, 
each with one hand up the other's 
sleeve, apparently half asleep. But 
their fingers are voluble: “pressing, 
nudging, stroking, pinching with 
various combinations, straight or 
doubled, the age-old bargaining code 
of the Mongol. At last they burst 
into a roar of laughter, withdraw 
their hands and exchange snuff. The 
deal—it may be for a thousand head 
of cattle—is closed. 

As we rode down, the horses 
thundered away, leaving a few mares

work one salvaging hair from the 
tail, the other hacking out meat. 

“The hair goes to America,” said 
Genghis. ‘The meat is for your din- 
ner.” 

“Did they slaughter that horse?" 
I asked. 

“Oh, no!” declared Genghis. 
“Enough die to furnish meat. We 
are Lamaists—our religion does not 
permit the taking of life. This is the 
greatest hide-shipping country in 
Asia, but 90 per cent are from ani- 
mals which have died a natural 
death. The other ten per cent have 
been bought alive by unbelievers 
and slaughtered.” 

A few hundred horses charged 
back—magnificent animals, a bit 
small but all muscle. They live en- 
tirely. on grass, with no_ shelter 
against north winds that pull the 
temperature down to 40 degrees be- 
low zero. Only the hardiest survive. 
A number were a head higher than 
their fellows, their beauty, grace and 
speed marking them as Arabs or 
Anglo-Arabs. By crossing these im- 
ported animals with the _ native, 
Manchukuo is producing what Bri- 
tish breeders cali the finest horse- 
flesh in the world—-aristocratic in 
appearance, lithe and swift, with 
muscles like steel cables and an ap- 
petite as all-inclusive as a goat's. 

The horse is the Mongol’s express, 
the camel is his freight train. A 
good camel will carry a 500-pound 
load 70 miles a day and, if necessary 
go ten days without food or drink.

OTTAWA.—Change of the Bank 


of Canada from private to public 
ownership, a plank in the Liberal 
party’s platform in the October 


election, is receiving actfive qdonsi- 
deration.
